An amendment was offered but subsequently with- 
drawn that sought to require the reporting of any finan- 
cial interest in the contractor by those in the contracting 
process.

Agriculture: By a yea-and-nay vote of 294 yeas to 114 
nays, Roll No. 478, the House passed H.R. 7171, Agri- 
cultural Act of 1977. 

Rejected a motion to recommit the bill to the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture with instructions to report it back 
forthwith containing an amendment that sought to 
set the payment limitation on wheat, feed grains, rice 
and sugar at $30,000 (rejected by a yea-and-nay vote 
of 201 yeas to 210 nays with 1 voting “present”, Roll

On demands for separate votes in the House, agreed 
to an amendment that adds sugar beets and sugar cane 
to the list of designated nonbasic commodities entitled 
to a specified level of support through loans and pur- 
chases (agreed to by a yea-and-nay vote of 246 yeas to 
165 nays, Roll No. 475). On Friday, July 22, same 
amendment was agreed to in the Committee of the 
Whole by a division vote of 81 ayes to 3 noes; and 

Rejected an amendment that sought to authorize and 
direct the Secretary to establish a price support pro- 
gram for 1977 crops of sugar beets and sugar cane (re- 
jected by a yea-and-nay vote of 173 yeas to 238 nays, 
Roll No. 476, after being agreed to by voice vote in the 
Committee of the Whole on Friday, July 22). 

By a yea-and-nay vote of 386 yeas to 4 nays, Roll No. 
470, the House agreed to a motion to resolve itself into 
the Committee of the Whole. 

Agreed to the amendment in the nature of a sub- 
stitute for title XII, food stamps (substitute is the text 
of H.R. 7940, H. Rept. 95-464) (agreed to by a recorded 
vote of 320 yeas to gi nays, Roll No. 473), as amended 
by: 
An amendment that gives States the option of issu- 
ing cash in lieu of stamps to elderly, blind, and dis- 
abled persons; 

An amendment that permits the Secretary to furnish 
commodities to summer camps as long as the adult- 
children ratio is not unreasonable in terms of the na- 
a of the camp and the characteristics of the children; 
an 

An amendment that gives the Secretary discretion 
in providing commodities to maintain food assistance 
programs. 

Rejected an amendment to the food stamp substitute 
that sought to permit the Secretary to implement addi- 
tional pilot projects involving the performance of work 
in return for food stamps, if requested by State agen- 
cies (rejected by a recorded vote of 159 ayes to 255 noes, 
Roll No. 472). 

Agreed to: 

A clarifying amendment in the nature of a substitute 
for language concerning international agricultural re- 
search, extension, and education, to insure that duplica- 
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tion between the Department and other agencies does 
not occur; 

An amendment that requires an investigation by the 
Secretary into the feasibility of using organic waste 
materials as fertilizer; 

An amendment that provides that cooperative ex- 
tension services give attention to education programs 
for water conservation; 

An amendment that provides for the establishment 
of at least 3, but not more than 5, regional solar energy 
research centers; 

An amendment that clarifies and broadens the defini- 
tion of solar energy to include energy derived from 
sources (other than fossil fuels) and technologies in- 
cluded in the Federal Nonnuclear Energy Research and 
Development Act of 1974; 

An amendment that exempts the small baker from 
most of the recordkeeping activities required by the 
wheat and wheat foods research and nutrition educa- 
tion program; and 

An amendment that strikes the wheat and wheat 


' foods research and nutrition education program 


(agreed to by a recorded vote of 300 ayes to 109 noes, 
Roll No. 474). 

Rejected an amendment that sought to delete the 
program providing grants to States for veterinary 
schools. 

Agreed to an amendment that adds language amend- 
ing the United States Grain Standards Act (text of 
H.R. 6135, H. Rept. 95-345), as amended by: 

An amendment that deletes language prohibiting 
the Federal Grain Inspection Service from performing 
analysis of hard red winter wheat to determine the 
percentage of dark, hard, and vitreous kernels; and 

An amendment that permits grain inspection agen- 
cies, that would have to cease operations because two 
of its employees had been convicted of violations, to 
continue operations if the Administrator determines 
that continued operations are necessary to carry out the 
provisions of the Act. 

Rejected an amendment to the grain standards 
amendment that sought to permit the collection of fees 
to cover Federal administrative and supervisory costs 
related to official inspections. 

Subsequently, this passage was vacated, and S. 275, 
a similar Senate-passed bill, was passed in lieu after 
being amended to contain the language of the House 
bill as passed. Agreed to amend the title of the Senate 
bill. 

The Clerk was authorized to correct section num- 
bers, punctuation, the table of contents, and cross refer- 
ences in the engrossment of the amendments to the 
Senate bill. 

House then insisted on its amendments to S. 275; 
and asked a conference with the Senate. Appointed 
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as conferees: Representatives Foley, Poage, de la Garza,

on Human Resources, which committee approved this 
measure for reporting today.) 

(b) Agreed to the substance of H.R. 4458, making 
several technical and administrative changes in the 
Internal Revenue Code relative to the tax treatment of 
distilled spirits, and agreed to ask that upon receipt, 
the House measure be held at the Senate desk. 

(c) Ordered favorably reported with an amendment 
in the nature of a substitute H.R. 5263, suspending duty 
on certain bicycle parts and also embodying the proposed 
National Energy Tax Act. Prior to its approval, com- 
mittee agreed today to (1) eliminate the expiration 
date for tax credits relative to oil shale, natural gas from 
nonconventional sources and geothermal methane, (2) 
remove from the bill a provision which would establish 
an Energy Finance Corporation, and (3) provide for the 
applicability of a 4o-percent refundable tax credit to 
allow electric utility cooperative organizations to qualify. 
(Original substance (bicycle parts) of H.R. 5263 is 
incorporated in H.R. 2982, passed by the Senate on 
September 16, 1977). 

Also, committee continued consideration of proposals 
affecting social security financing and agreed to a $50,000 
employer share for 1979, to be increased to $75,000 in 
1985, as the tax base for social security taxes.
